— DOWN TO THE BEGINNING OF THE REARMA­ 
MENT PERIOD IN 1940. 
Think that over. Our national tax bill is now being 
made as big as the entire earnings of all the people and all 
the business houses of the country, eleven to eighteen 
years ago! 
And those Roosevelt years were years of high Fed­ 
eral spending and of the 59-cent dollar — they did not 
represent the depths of the depression. 
lf you want to know how much less than the pro­ 
posed Federal tax rate the national income can drop, take 
the last two Hoover years and the first two Roosevelt 
years, 1932 to 1935, inclusive. Those four years showed 
Im average national income of $49 billions, with a low of 
$44 billions in 1933. 
Or put the matter an entirely different way — in the 
first six years of his Presidency, Mr. Roosevelt collected a 
total in national taxes of approximately $27,000,000,000. 
The proposed new Truman taxes, FOR A SINGLE YEAR, 
are to be twice what his predecessor collected for his first 
six years! 
Going back a step makes the comparison even more 
astounding. Preceding Mr. Roosevelt came twelve years 
of Republican presidents— Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. 
Total Federal taxes collected in those twelve years 
amounted to about $37 billions — only a little more than 
half of what Mr. Truman stands to collect in this single 
present year! And incidentally, during those twelve years, 
the national debt was carved almost to the vanishing point 
while under Mr. Truman, despite his gigantic tax pro­ 
grams, the debt is surging steadily higher. 
Or put the matter in percentages. Prior to the First 
World War, Federal taxes ran about 2 per cent of nations 
income. Costs of the war drove them up to a high of 8.7 
per cent in 1921. Then they tapered off, and for the Re 
publican years starting under Harding, ranged between 
4 and 5 per cent. 
President Roosevelt rapidly increased the percentage 
of national income which Federal taxes were grabbing — 
but nevertheless the peak of his pre-war tax program ate 
up only 9.7 per cent of national earnings. 
Under President Truman, taxes have been running 
about twenty per cent of national income, up to this year. 
That is, on a five-day week basis, the average American 
has been working one day each week for the Truman Ad­ 
ministration. 
But these new taxes will consume something like 
forty per cent of national income — assuming that the 
income stays somewhere around its present level, and that 
we do not plunge into a renewed depression, in which case 
it could easily develop, as the figures quoted above indi­ 
cate, that our tax bill might even exceed our total national 
income! 
Every cent of the proposed new taxes, if they are 
enacted, will show up in prices. They will then have to be 
met in wages. They will presently show themselves to be 
the most inflationary step yet taken by our government. 
And these new taxes, once their real effect is felt, 
may easily prove to be the last straw that breaks the back 
of our so-called “free" economic system, which, over­ 
burdened by taxes and by bureaucrats taking a free ride at 
the public's expense, already is tottering in the direction 
of collapse.
